'Teething" Babies Have 


Ills When Properly Nursed 


By Mrs. Mary E. Hood, ' 


An ever present anxiety of young 1 


mothers after baby Is three months 
old Is his teeth. Whenever there is 
anything the matter, or he whimpers, 
somebody 
says warnlngly: "Teeth- 


Ing." 
As a matter of fact, very often 


there is no trouble at all when the 
teeth come and careful attention can 
almost always prevent even slight ill- 
ness. Baby should be guarded from 
cold and strict attention should bo 
given to the diet. These two precau- 
tions will save pounds of cures. Also 
nlB habits must tie regular, otherwise 
he will 'get into bad condition and a 
rise in temperature is likely to ensue. 


Although three months is none too 


early lor this stage of development to 
begin, a young mother must not ho 
worried if there are no signs o£ teeth, 
lor BOTao-'infants do not begin until the 
end o£ the first year, and boys aro 
more backward generally- in this re- 
spect, as In others, than girls. 


Excessive drooling and hardness of

MAKING DENATURED ALCOHOL. 


When the farmer comes lo make denatured alcohol on his own place 


he will rind that the expense of fitting up his distillery will amount to 
something. The picture herewith, shows the large vat In which the mash 
is prepared in a large distillery. The farmer can, ot course, uso very 
simple appliances, hut denatured alcohol cannot be produced without the 
proper tanks, vats, pipes and other arrangements. 


In the large vats the stirring Is done by machinery, which of course, 


•would be much too expensive for the average farmer: 
It has been sug- 


gested that farmers form small associations and establish a distillery at 
a contra.! point, to which farmers can bring their material to be made into 
alcohol..

In summing up this question, the 


important points to be noted are: By 
a Judicious system of pruning and 
thinning, the fruit grower is far more 
sure of an average crop of fine fruit 
every year. Instead of having a heavy 
crop of Inferior fruit that will break 
the trees down and Injure the or- 
chard at intervals of from two to ftv« 
years. The fruit is much larger and 
finer under this system and It would 
be well to remember that at all times 
It is the large fancy fruit that brings 
tho big prices, and that le what we 
are working for. 


Value of Summer Pruning. 


Experiments made by the horticul- 


tural department of the Kansas ex- 
periment station during the past four 
years show that the pruning of fruit 
shade and timber trees during tho 
early summer and late spring Is more 
satisfactory and secures better result 
than pruning done during the dor 
mant season—winter and early spring 


Wounds made before tho middle o 


July have healed rather more qulckl 
than have those mado at a later date 
but -wounds mado as late as Augus 
15th have healed very successfully. 
The danger of loss of sap is less after 
the tree is well in leaf than from 
wounds made 
during winter and 


spring. This difference is more no- 
ticeable In the maples, elms and mul- 
berry than with other species under 
observation. 


In extensive tests made on an apple 


orchard some very satisfactory results 
have been secured with ten-year-old 
trees which had borno but little and 
showed but few fruit spurs.

pruning consisting of cutting back new 
wood and thinning out where a heavy 
growth shaded the two and three-year- 
old wood—and a similar but lighter 
pruning given in tho summer of 1903, 
were full of bloom In 1905 and are 
carrying a very fair crop of fruit.

HOW TO FILL THE SILO. 


Requires Very Careful Attention Both 


as to Method and Contents. 


T is not too early to think about 


the silo and make due plans for 
filling it when the harvest is over.

I "!nd by 
folio-wing this plan that the corn not 
only stands a great deal of dry -weath- 
er, but the ground la also in good con- 
dition to dispose of surplus water, pro- 
viding the land is well tilled. 


When I have fall plowing I aim to 


disk It a week or ten days before 
planting, driving tho same way I in- 
tend to plant. This will help warm up 
the ground and start tho weeds. 


When ready to plant I start the 


I 


disk again. This time I drive astride 
the back furrow'of the first disking. 
I follow this with some leveling tool, 
generally the Acme, and follow the 
Acme -with the planter. After plant- 
ing I use the harrow or weeder until 
the corn begins to come through tha 
ground. 


After the corn Is up I start the 


weeder and use It until the corn is 
large enough to -work, and sometimes 
longer. I use the four-Inch six-shove' 
riding cultivator for tho first and sec- 
ond workings. After that I uso the 
gopher, and give the last cultivation 
as late in the season as I can, not to 
break down too much corn. I do no 
want to disturb the corn roots mon 
than I can help. I also want to leave 
the ground as level as possible. 


As I stated before, the weeds hovi 


all been destroyed early, unless th 
ground is very foul, and the onl; 
object In later cultivation is to kee; 
a dust mulch, not letting tho groun- 
form a crust and crack.

''TIE DENATURED ALCOHOL GAME 


Farmers should not be too sanguine 
ver the prospect for immediate profit 
i manufacturing denatured alcohol 
t home. It must be understood that 
armers' stills would tend to curtail 
he business of the great whiskey trust 
nd reduce the profits. It Is not rea- 
onable, therefore, to believe that it 
viil allow the farmers to make alco- 
ol If It can prevent it by fair or un- 
alr means. The trust in the last ses- 
ion of Congress sought to emasculate 
he fanners' alcohol bill by imposing 
estrlctlons that would render it Im- 
)osslble for farmers to engage In busl- 
iss. 
The trust, through friendly senators 


partially succeeded, and no alcohol 
will be made on farms this year or 
next. In fact, it Is safe to say that 
t will be many long years before the 
awg are so framed as to carry out 
.he Intention of Secretary Wilson in 
:he matter. 


There la, however, every prospect 


that tho manufacturing of denatured 
alcohol will soon assume large pro- 
portions and that farmers will profit 
by raising those crops that can be 
used In tho business. 


The operator Is less likely to re- 


move a large amount of wood, for he 
can readily see the danger of sun- 
scald where too many or too large 
branches are removed. The thinning 
out and cutting back o£ the younger 
branches should be all that is required 
when the orchard has had a reason- 
able amount of care given to its form- 
ation, and this light pruning given in 
early summer seems to be good treat- 
men for unproductive trees.—Albert 
Dickens, Kansas State College. 


HOW TO KILL CANADA THISTLES. 


There is no secret about It, but it la 


work. 


First, rotate "crops. 
Second, top dress patches 
when 


seeding to grass and clover unless they 
are rich and get a heavy .growth that 
will choke out many of the plants. 


Third, plow up the sod and put In 


corn. 
Cultivate this corn every ten 


days with a cultivator having sweep- 
like teeth that will cut off all sprouts 
below the ground. 
If any remain 


about hills or elsewhere, go over each 
time and cut them out with the hoe. 


Fourth, if they persist, put in a 


hoed crop the following year and keep 
cut as before and your Canada this- 
tles will be well nigh eradicated. 


If any remain they can be cut in the 


next hoed crop in the rotation, 
course, none should be allowed to go 
to seed In the grain and hay crops.

way, 
and though some say it canno 


be done, I know that it can.—S. b

About eight silo owners, combining 
on labor and machinery, will cut the 
corn for the silo at It.s best, and not 
wait three weeks, as we have done, 
for a chance to fill and then three 
days more because of a breakdown. 


It will be found that the best silage 


Is that which ferments the least, and 
is 
the 
"sweetest," 
whatever- that 


means; and that which is most eager- 
ly eaten hy the cows Is made from the 
corn Just as the grain Is well in the 
glaze, cut in one-third of an 
inch 


lengths, the filling not hastened, and 
the silage allowed to settle largely by 
its own weight, 1. e., tamped little and 
not covered, but wet down on the top 
at a few days' intervals for two weeks 
after filling. 


We shall also learn another lesson— 


that of preventing the air from fall- 
ing into our silos during the winter, 
by keeping tho tops closely covered, 
a layer of straw on the cover and the 
manhole doors replaced as fast as not 
needed, thus allowing tho latent heat 
of the silage thus Imprisoned to defend 
the sllago against freezing; not. that 
the sllago Is injured by freezing, hut 
there Is inconvenience in thawing It 
out, for no one ought to think of feed- 
Ing frozen chunks of ullage to cows, 
though some do without thinking, and 
complain of results. 


Wo will corne to smaller machinery,

FEEDING CATTLE. 


INOCULATION FOR ALFALFA. 


Answering many inquiries relative 


to car of cattle which sold for $6.50 
n Chicago, I got them at Kansas City, 
September 24, 1906, for $4.25 per cwt. 
They consisted of eighteen high grade 
Durhams and six grade Herefords, all 
branded and all dehorned except one, 
and averaged 1.149 pounds. 


I shipped them to my farm near 


Scarboro, Lee county, 111., where they 
were put on a. light feed of shocked 
corn and good pasture for a little 
over three weeks, when they were on 
a full feed o£ shocked corn, shelled 
corn fed through self-feeders, plenty 
of good grass and for the first ninety 
days 100 pounds of stock food daily 
until the last thirty days, when the 
stock food was increased to 150 a 
day and mixed -with a little oats. 
They were fed no hay. 


This Is all they were fed until they 


were put on the market. January 24, 
1907, 
when 
they 
averaged 1,460 


pounds. 
After they had been fed 


ninety days they were weighed and 
showed that they had gained an av- 
erage 
of 
three 
and 
seven-tenths

FOR STARTING EARLT PLANTS. 


One of the best ways to transplant 


early plants is to fill a common berry 
box with good soil and plant a single 
hill in each box. 


When the weather becomes warm 


enough to set the plants in the gar- 
den the boxes can be set Into holes 
of the right size and the wood wll 
quickly rot away. The advantage o: 
this mode of setting is that the root: 
of the plant are not disturbed. It I: 
advisable to remove the bottom of-thc 
boxes when setting In the garden. 


To the Editor: In the fall of 1905 
seeded six acres with alfalfa and 


met with both marked success and 
complete failure. 


I had success in that portion of- the 


field where the soil was Inoculated and 
failure where there was no inoculation. 


My field was thoroughly prepared 


and I obtained a very easy stand. At 
the time o£ seeding I sowed about one 
acre across the field with soil Infect- 
ed with alfalfa bacteria—soil in which 
alfalfa had grown successfully, with 
root tubercles in abundance. 
I ap- 


plied about 100 pounds per acre broad- 
cast and harrowed it In. 


The entire field grew well during the 


summer and I found root tubercles six 
weeks after seeding. 
As the season 


advanced the infected area began to 
show more thrift and in the fall was 
noticeably larger than the infected 
parts. 


Last spring the field presented on 


May 15th a most convincing proof of 
the value of soil Inoculation. The ai- 
Talia on the infected acre exceeded 


most sanguine expectations.
